3 00mm (No 10-11) Aero Crochet Hook; 4 Terries Buttons each for 
Dress and Jacket; Length of Ribbon each for Bonnet and Bootees; 
Anchor Stranded Cotton - 1 skein each 386 (cream), 336 (peach) 
and 842 (green) for embroidery of set (optional). 

ABBREVIATIONS - See page 11. 

TENSION - 31 sts and 4l rows to 10 cm over stocking st, using 
3.00mm Needles. 

HRST - CHECK YOUR TENSION. 

Please check your tension carefully. If less sts use smaller needles, if 
more sts use bigger needles. 

DRESS 

BACK 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 129 sts. 

Knit 3 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3. 00mm Needles and beg lower edge patt. 

** 1st row - K3, * yfwd, K5, yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, yfwd, si 1, Kl, 
psso, si 1, K2tog, psso, (Kl, yfwd) twice, K3, rep from * to end. 
2nd and alt rows - K3, * P15, K3, rep from * to end. 

3rd row - K3, * yfwd, K2, si 1, K2tog, psso, K2, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, 
yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, (yfwd, K3) twice, rep from * to end. 

5th row - K3, * (yfwd, Kl) twice, si 1, K2tog, psso, K2tog, yfwd, si 1, 
K2tog, psso, yfwd, K5, yfwd, K3, rep from * to end. 

7th row - K3, * yfwd, K3, yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, 
K2, si 1, K2tog, psso, K2, yfwd, K3, rep from * to end. 



8th row - As 2nd row. ** 

Rep rows 1 to 8 incl twice more. 

Beg patt panels - Next row - K21, (patt 15, K21) 3 times. 

Next row - K3, * P15, K3, rep from ♦ to end. **** 

Keeping patt panels correct (as before) as placed in last 2 rows, cont 
unid work measures 27 cm from beg, working last row on wrong 
side. 

Next row - (Kl, K2tog) 6 times, * K3, patt 15, K3 *, (K2tog) 25 times, 
Kl, rep from * to * once, (K2tog, Kl) 6 times ... 92 sts. 

Next row - P12, K3, P15, K3, P26, K3, P15, K3, P12. 

Next row - (Kl, K2tog) 4 times, * K3, patt 15, K3 Kl, (K2tog, K3) 5 
times, rep from * to * once, (K2tog, Kl) 4 times ... 79 sts. 

Work 9 rows patt. 

NOTE - Care must be taken when shaping in this patt. Do not work a 
yfwd unless the corresponding si 1, Kl, psso or K2tog can be 
worked and vice versa and do not work a si 1, K2tog, psso unless 
the yfwd either side can be worked. 

Shape armholes - Keeping pan correa, cast off 4 sts at beg of next 2 
rows ... 71 sts. *** 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 65 sts rem. 

Work 37 rows pan. 

Shape shoulders - Cast off 20 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Cast off rem 25 sts. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back to ***. 

Divide for front opening - Next row - K2tog, patt 32, K2tog, turn. 
Cont on these 34 sts. 

Dec at armhole edge in alt rows twice ... 32 sts. 

Work 22 rows patt. 

Shape neck - Next row - Cast off 6 sts, patt to end ... 26 sts. 

Dec at neck edge in every row until 20 sts rem. 

Work 8 rows patt. 

Cast off 

Join yarn to rem sts, patt to last 2 sts, K2tog. 

Cont on these 34 sts. 

Dec at armhole edge in alt rows twice ... 32 sts. 

Work 21 rows patt. 

Shape neck - Next row - Cast off 6 sts, patt to end ... 26 sts. 
Work 1 row patt. 

E>ec at neck edge in every row until 20 sts rem. 

Work 9 rows patt. Cast off 

SLEEVES 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 51 sts. 

1st row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from ♦ to last st, Kl. 

2nd row - Kl, * PI, Kl, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 3 times, then 1st row once. 

10th row - Rib 2, (inc in next st, rib 1) 24 times, rib 1 ... 75 sts. 
Change to 3 00mm Needles. 

Work as for Back from ** to ** twice. 

Shape top - Keeping patt correct, cast off 2 sts at b^g of next 2 rows 
... 71 sts. 

I>ec at each end of every row until 25 sts rem. 

Next row - PI, * P2tog, rep from * to end. 

Cast off rem 13 sts. 

COLLAR 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 93 sts. 

Knit 3 rows ganer st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3. 00mm Needles and beg patt 
Work as for Back from ** to ** once. 

Shape collar - 1st row - Patt 21, (K2tog, K3) 3 times. 

[K3, (K2tog, K3) 3 times] twice, patt 21 ... 84 sts. 

2nd row - K3, P15, (K3, P12) 3 times, K3, P15, K3. 

3rd row - Patt 21, knit to last 21 sts, patt to end. 

4th row - As 2nd row. 

5th row - Patt 21, (K2tog, K2) 3 times, [K3, (K2tog, K2) 3 times] 
twice, patt 21 ... 75 sts.

6th row - K3, P15, (K3, P9) 3 umes, K3 P15, K3. 

7th row - As 3rd row. 

8th row - As 6th row. 

9th row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

10th row - Kl, PI, Kl, rep from * to end. 

Cast off. 

MAKEUP 

With a slighdy damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Using 
back-stitch, join shoulder, side and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves, 
gathering fullness at top of sleeve. Using a flat seam, sew collar in 
position. Using hook, work 1 row dc evenly round front opening, 
working four 3 ch buttonloops on right side. Sew on buttons. If 
desired, using Anchor Stranded Cotton, embroider Grub Roses to 
front of Dress as illustrated, using Bullion Stitch for flowers and 
Lazy Daisy Stitch for leaves (see diagrams page 24). Press seams. 

JACKET 

BACK 

Work as for Back of Dress to ♦♦♦*. 

Keeping patt panels correct (as before) as placed in last 2 rows, cont 
until work measures 15 cm from beg, working last row on wrong 
side. 

Complete as for Back of Dress. 

LEFT FRONT 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 62 sts. 

Knit 3 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3 00mm Needles and beg patt. 

1st row - K3, * yfwd, K5, yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, 
si 1, K2tog, psso, (Kl, yfwd) twice, K3, rep from * to last 5 sts, K5. 
2nd row - K3, P2, K3, ♦ P15, K3, rep from * to end. 

Keeping patt and 8 border sts correct, as placed in last 2 rows, work a 
further 22 rows patt as for lower edge of Dress. 

Beg patt panel - Next row - K21, patt 15, K26. 

Next row - K3, P2, K3, (P15, K3) 3 Umes. 

Keeping patt panel correa (as before) as placed in last 2 rows, cont 
until work measures 15 cm from beg, ending with same patt row as 
Back. 

Next row - (Kl, K2tog) 6 Umes, K3, patt 15, K3, Kl, (K2tog) 7 Umes, 
K8 ... 49 SIS. 

Next row - K3, P2, K3, P8, K3, P15, K3, P12. 

Next row - (Kl, K2tog) 4 Umes, K3, patt 15, K3, K2tog, K4, K2tog, K8 
... 43 sts. 

Work 9 rows patt. 

Shape armhole - Keeping patt correct, cast off 4 sts at beg of next 
row ... 39 sts. 

Dec at armhole edge in alt rows until 36 sts rem. 

Work 20 rows patt. 

Shape neck - Next row - Cast off 8 sts, patt to end ... 28 sts. 

Dec at neck edge in every row unUl 20 sts rem. 

Work 8 rows patt. 

Cast off. 

RIGHT FRONT 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 62 sts. 

Knit 3 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3.00mm Needles and beg patt. 

1st row - K8, * yfwd, K5, yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, 
si 1, K2tog, psso, (Kl, yfwd) twice, K3, rep from * to end. 

2nd row - (K3, P15) 3 Umes, K3, P2, K3. 

Keeping patt and 8 border sts correa, as placed in last 2 rows, work a 
further 22 rows patt as for lower edge of Dress. 

Beg patt panel - Next row - K26, patt 15, knit to end. 

Next row - (K3, P15) 3 Umes, K3, P2, K3. 



Keeping patt panel correct (as before) as placed in last 2 rows, cont 
until work measures 15 cm from beg, ending with same patt row as 
Back. 

Next row - K8, Kl, (K2tog) 7 times, K3, patt 15, K3, (K2tog, Kl) 6 
times ... 49 sts. 

Next row - P12, K3, P15, K3, P8, K3, P2, K3. 

Next row - K8, K2tog, K4, K2tog, K3, patt 15, K3, (K2tog, Kl) 4 times 
... 43 sts. 

Work 10 rows patt. 

Shape armhole - Keeping patt correct, cast off 4 sts at beg of next 
row ... 39 sts. 

Dec at armhole edge in next and alt rows unUl 36 sts rem. 

Work 19 rows patt. 

Shape neck - Next row - Cast off 8 sts, patt to end ... 28 sts. 
Work 1 row patt. 

Dec at neck edge in every row unUl 20 sts rem. 

Work 9 rows patt. 

Cast off. 

SLEEVES 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 47 sts. 

1st row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

2nd row - Kl, * PI, Kl, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 4 Umes ... 10 rows rib in all. 

Change to 3. 00mm Needles. 

Work 4 rows stocking st. 

5th row - K2, Ml, knit to last 2 sts. Ml, K2. 

Cont inc (as l)efore) in foil 4th rows unUl there are 57 sts, then in foil 
6th rows unUl there are 61 sts. 

Cont without further shaping unUl work measures 15 cm (or length 
desired) from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Shape top - Cast off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows ... 57 sts. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows unUl 45 sts rem, then in every 
row unUl 15 sts rem. 

Cast off. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-sUtch, join shoulder seams. With right side facing and 
using 2.25mm Needles, knit up 72 sts evenly around neck. 

Knit 5 rows garter st. 

Cast off loosely knitways. 

MAKE UP 

With a slighdy damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lighdy, taking care not to flatten patt. Using 
back-sUtch, join side and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves. With right 
side facing and using hook, work 1 row dc evenly along front edges 
of Jacket, working four 3 ch buttonloops evenly along edge of right 
front, beg 2.5 cm below armhole. Sew on buttons. If desired, using 
Anchor Stranded Cotton, embroider Grub Roses to fronts of Jacket 
as illustrated, using Bullion Stitch for flowers and Lazy Daisy 
Stitch for leaves (see diagrams page 24). Press seams. 

BONNET 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 93 sts. 

Knit 3 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3.00mm Needles and beg patt. 

Work 16 rows patt as for lower edge of Dress. 

17th row - Kl, * PI, Kl, rep from * to end. 

18th row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

Rep 17th and 18th rows twice, then 17th row once ... 7 rows rib in all. 
Beg patt panels - Next row - K3, patt 15 (as 1st row of lower edge 
patt), K3, (K18, patt 15, K3) twice. 

Next row - K3, * P15, K3, rep from * to end. 

Keeping patt panels correct, as placed in last 2 rows, work a further 
38 rows patt. 

Shape crown - 1st row - Patt 21, (K2tog, K3) 3 times, K3, (K2tog, 
K3) 3 Umes, K3, (K2tog, K3) 3 times, patt 21 ... 84 sts. 

2nd and alt rows - Kl, purl to last st, Kl. 



3rd row - * KIO, K2tog, rep firom * to end ... 77 sts. 

5th row - * K9, K2tog, rep from * to end ... 70 sts. 

7th row - ♦ K8, K2tog, rep from * to end ... 63 sts. 

Cont dec in this manner in alt rows until 14 sts rem. 

Next row - Kl, (P2tog thl) 6 times, K1 ... 8 sts. 

Break off yam, run end through rem sts, draw up tightly and fasten 
off securely. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lighdy, taking care not to flatten patt. Using a flat 
seam, join crown seam. Turn back fancy border. Attach ribbons to 
each side as illustrated. Press seam. 

BOOTEES 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 43 sts. A 
Knit 3 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3 00mm Needles and beg patt. 

1st row - K4, * yfwd, K5, yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, 
si 1, K2tog, psso, (Kl, yfwd) twice *, K5, rep from * to * once, K4. 
2nd and alt rows - K4, P15, K5, P15, K4. 

3rd row - K4, * yfwd, K2, si 1, K2tog, psso, K2, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, 
yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, yfwd, K3, yfwd K5, rep from * to * once, 
K4. 

5th row - K4, ♦ (yfwd, Kl) twice, si 1, K2tog, psso, K2tog, yfwd, si 1, 
K2tog, psso, yfwd, K5^ yfwd *, K5, rep from * to * once, K4. 

7th row - K4, ♦ yfwd, K3, yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, 
K2, si 1, K2tog, psso, K2, yfwd *, K5, rep from * to * once, K4. 

8th row - As 2nd row. 

Rep rows 1 to 8 incl once, dec 6 sts evenly across last row ... 37 sts. 



17th row - Kl, ♦ PI, Kl, rep from ♦ to end. 

18th row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

Rep 17th and 18th rows twice, then 17th row once ... 7 rows rib in all. 
Work 2 rows stocking st. 

Next row - Kl, * yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to end. 

Next row - Purl. 

Divide for foot - 1st row - K24, turn. 

2nd row - Pll, turn. 

Work 16 rows stocking st on these 11 sts. 

Break off yam. 

With right side facing, rejoin yam to inside edge where sts were left, 
knit up 13 sts along side of instep, knit across 11 instep sts, knit up 13 
sts along other side of instep, then knit across rem 13 sts ... 63 sts. 
Knit 13 rows garter st. 

Shape for foot - 1st row - Kl, [K2tog, K26, K2tog, Kl] twice ... 59 
sts. 

2nd and alt rows - Knit. 

3rd row - Kl, [K2tog, K24, K2tog, Kl] twice ... 55 sts. 

5th row - Kl, [K2tog, K22, K2tog, Kl] twice ... 51 sts. 

7th row - Kl, [K2tog, K20, K2tog, Kl] twice ... 47 sts. 

8th row - As 2nd row. 

Cast off. 



MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly. Using a flat seam, join seams. If desired, 
using Anchor Stranded Cotton, embroider Grub Roses to tops of 
Bootees as illustrated, using Bullion Stitch for flowers and Lazy 
Daisy Stitch for leaves (see diagrams page 24). Thread ribbon 
through holes at ankles and tie in a bow.J^

Other 
yarns may give unsatisfactory results. 

ACCESSORIES - 1 pair 3. 75mm (No 9) Aero Knitting Needles or size 
needed to give correct tension. 

ABBREVIATIONS - See page 11. 

TENSION - 28 sts and 37 rows to 10 cm over stocking st, using 
3.75mm Needles. 

To achieve the desired effect, this shawl has been designed to be 
worked on bigger needles at a looser tension than normally 
recommended. 

HRST - CHECK YOUR TENSION. 

Please check your tension carefully. If less sLs use smaller needles, if 
more sts use bigger needles. 

SHAWL 

Using 3.75mm Needles, cast on 266 sts.

Beg patt - NOTE - This instruction has been written specifically for 
the stitch pattern given. Using any other stitch may result in a shawl 
which is the wrong shape or size. When joining in a new ball of yam, 
always join yarn inside 7 garter st border sts at beg or end of row (on 
wrong side) to keep garter st edge neat. 

1st row - K7, * yfwd, K5, yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, 
si 1, K2tog, psso, (Kl, yfwd) twice, K3, rep from * to last 4 sts, K4. 
2nd and alt rows - K7, * P15, K3, rep from * to last 4 sts, K4. 

3rd row - K7, * yfwd, K2, si 1, K2tog, psso, K2, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, 
yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, (yfwd, K3) twice, rep from * to last 4 sts, K4. 
5th row - K7, * (yfwd, Kl) twice, si 1, K2tog, psso, K2tog, yfwd, si 1, 
K2tog, psso, yfwd, K5, yfwd, K3, rep from * to last 4 sts, K4. 

7th row - K7, * yfwd, K3, yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, 
K2, si 1, K2tog, psso, K2, yfwd, K3, rep from * to last 4 sts, K4. 

8th row - As 2nd row. 

Rows 1 to 8 incl form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures approx 112 cm from beg, ending 
with an 7th row of patt. 

Next row - K7, * K3, (K2tog, Kl) 3 times, K6, rep from * to last 4 sts, 
K4 ... 266 sts. 

Knit 12 rows garter st. 

Cast off loosely knitways. 



MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Darn in all 
ends securely

K18 (21-24) ... 153 (177-201) sts. 

Work 3 (5-5) rows. 

Next row - K17 (20-23), si 1, K2tog, psso, K35 (41-47), si 1, K2tog, 
psso, K37 (43-49), si 1, K2tog, psso, K35 (41-47), si 1, K2tog, psso, 
K17 (20-23) ... 145 (169-193) sts. 

Com dec in this manner in foil 4th (6th-6th) rows until 121 (137- 
145) sts rem. 

Work 1 (3-1) row/s, dec 6 (10-6) sts evenly across last row ... 115 
(127-139) sts. 

Eyelet row - Kl, * yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to end. 

Work rows 2 to 5 incl of patt as for lower edge. 

Next row - Purl. 

NOTE - Care must be taken when shaping in this patt. Do not work a 
yfwd unless the corresponding si 1, Kl, psso, or K2tog can be 
worked and vice versa.

Work 4 (6-8) rows pan. 

Shape neck - Next row - Cast off 4 (5-5) sts, purl to end ... 16 
(18-21) sts. 

Dec at neck edge in next and alt rows until 12 (14-17) sts rem. 
Work 7 rows patt. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 6 (7-9) sts at beg of next row. 

Work 1 row. Cast off rem 6 (7-8) sts. 

With wrong side facing, join yam to rem sts. 

Next row - P55 (61-67), turn 
Com on these 55 (61-67) sts for Back. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 45 (51-57) sis rem. 
Work 19 (21-23) rows patt. 

Shape shoulders - Cast off 6 (7-9) sts at beg of next 2 rows, then 6 
(7-8) sts at beg of foil 2 rows. 

Leave rem 21 (23-23) sts on stitch-holder. 

With wrong side facing, join yarn to rem 25 (28-31) sis for Right 
Front. 

Dec at armhole edge in alt rows until 20 (23-26) sts rem. 

Work 3 (5-7) rows patt. 

Shape neck - Next row - Cast off 4 (5-5) sts, patt to end ... 16 
(18-21) sts. 

Dec at neck edge in alt rows until 12 (14-17) sts rem. 

Work 8 rows patt. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 6 (7-9) sts at beg of next row. 

Work 1 row. Cast off rem 6 (7-8) sts. 



SLEEVES 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 43 sts. 

Work as for Jacket from ** to ***. 

Keeping patt correct as for Jacket and working extra sts into patt, inc 
at each end of 2nd and foil 6th rows until there are 51 (55-57) sts. 
Work 11 (5-11) rows patt, thus ending with a 12th (6th-6th) row of 
patt. 




Shape top - Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows ... 45 (49-51) sts. 
Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 39 (43-43) sts rem, then in 
every row until 13 sts rem. 

Cast off. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. With right side facing and 
using 2.75mm Needles, knit up 17 (lB-20) sts evenly along right side 
of neck to shoulder, knit across sts from back stitch-holder, then knit 
up 17 (18-20) sts evenly along left side of neck ... 55 (59-63) sts. 
Work 5 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 

Picot row - Kl, * yfwd, K2tog, rep f^rom * to end. 

Work 5 rows. 

Cast off. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 7 sts. 

1st row - K2, (PI, Kl) twice, Kl. 

2nd row - Kl, (PI, Kl) 3 Umes. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows until band is length required to fit (slightly 
stretched) from picot row at lower edge of Jacket, to eyelet row at 
armhole, ending with a 2nd row. 

** Next row - Rib 3, cast off 2 sts, rib 2. 

Next row - Rib 2, turn, cast on 2 sts, turn, rib 3 ... buttonhole. 
Work 8 (10-12) rows rib. ** 

Rep from ** to ** once, then buttonhole rows once ... 3 buttonholes 
in all. 

Work 4 rows rib. 

Cast off in rib. 

LEFT FRONT BAND 

Work to correspond with Right Front Band, omitting buttonholes. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly. Using back-stitch, join sleeve seams and 
sew in sleeves. Fold all hems in half onto wrong side at picot row and 
slip stitch in position. Sew front bands in position. Sew on buttons. If 
desired, using Anchor Stranded Cotton, embroider Grub Roses to 
fronts of Jacket as illustrated, using Bullion Stitch for flowers and 
Lazy Daisy Stitch for leaves (see diagrams page 24). Press seams. 
Thread ribbon through eyelet holes around bodice and tie in a bow 
as illustrated. 

DRESS 

BACK 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 91 (109-127) sts. 

Work as for Jacket from ** to **** 

Work a further 20 rows patt. 

Next row - K21 (26-30), si 1, K2tog, psso, K43 (51-61), si 1, K2tog, 
psso, K21 (26-30) ... 87 (105-123) sts. 

Work 5 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 

Next row - K20 (25-29), si 1, K2tog, psso, K4l (49-59), si 1, K2tog, 
psso, K20 (25-29) ... 83 (101-119) sts. 

Work 5 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 

Next row - K19 (24-28), si 1, K2tog, psso, K39 (47-57), si 1, K2tog, 
psso, K19 (24-28) ... 79 (97-115) sts. 

Com dec in this manner in foil 6th rows until 59 (65-75) sts rem. 
Work 3 (3-1) row/s, dec 4 (4-8) sts evenly across last row ... 55 
(61-67) sts. 

Work rows 3 to 5 incl of patt from lower edge of Jacket. 

Next row - Purl. 

NOTE - Care must be taken when shaping in this patt. Do not work a 
yfwd unless the corresponding si 1, Kl, psso, or K2tog can be 
worked and vice versa. 

Shape armholes - Keeping patt correct, cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 
rows ... 49 (55-61) sts. 

Dec at each end of next row ... 47 (53-59) sis. 



Work 1 row patt. ♦**** 

Divide for back opening - Next row - K2tog, patt 21 (24-27), 
turn. 

Com on these 22 (25-28) sts. 

Work 25 (27-29) rows patt. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 6 (7-9) sts at beg of next row, then 6 (7-8) 
sts at beg of foil alt row. Work 1 row. Cast off rem 10 (11-11) .sts. 
Join yarn to rem sts and K2tog, patt to last 2 sts, K2iog. 

Cont on these 22 (25-28) sts. 

Work 26 (28-30) rows patt. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 6 (7-9) sts at beg of next row, then 6 (7-8) 
sts at beg of foil alt row. Cast off rem 10 (11-11) sts. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back to ♦**** 

Dec at each end of next row ... 45 (51-57) sts. 

Work 9 (11-13) rows patt. 

Shape neck - Next row - Patt 17 (19-22), turn 
** Cont on these 17 (19-22) sts. 

Dec at neck edge in alt rows until 12 (14-17) sts rem. 

Work 5 rows patt. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 6 (7-9) sts at beg of next row. 

Work 1 row. Cast off rem 6 (7-8) sts. ** 

Slip next 11 (13-13) sts onto stitch-holder and leave. 

Join yarn to rem sts and patt to end. 

Rep from ** to **, working 6 rows instead of 5 before shoulder 
shaping. 

SLEEVES 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 37 (39-39) sts. 

Work 4 rows stocking st. 

Picot row - Kl, ♦ yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to end. 

Change to 3. 25mm Needles. 

Work 5 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 

Next row - K12 (11-1 1), inc once in each of next 12 (16-16) sis, K13 
(12-12) ... 49 (55-55) sts. 

Work 5 rows patt as for Jacket, beg with a 2nd row. 

Shape top - Keeping patt correct, cast off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows 
... 45 (51-51) sts. 

Dec at each end of next and alt row/s until 39 (47-43) sts rem, then in 
every row until 13 sts rem. Cast off. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. With right side facing, using 
2.75mm Needles, knit up 57 (61-65) sts evenly around neck, incl sts 
from stitch-holder. 

Work 5 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 

Picot row - Kl, * yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to end. 

Work 5 rows. Cast off. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly. Using back-stitch, join side and sleeve 
seams. Sew in sleeves. Fold all hems in half onto wrong side at picot 
row and slip-stitch in position. Using hook, work 2 rows dc evenly 
around back opening, working three 2 ch buttonloops along right 
side in 2nd row. Sew on buttons. If desired, using Anchor Stranded 
Cotton, embroider Grub Roses to front of Dress as illustrated, using 
Bullion Stitch for flowers and Lazy Daisy Stitch for leaves (see 
diagrams page 24). Press seams. 

BONNET 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 73 (79-85) sts. 

Work as for Jacket from ** to ***♦. 

Work a further 8 rows patt, inc 0 (2-4) sts evenly across last row ... 73 
(81-89) sts. 

Work in stocking st for rem until work measures 11 (12-13) cm from 
picot row, ending with a purl row. 



Continued on next page 




Shape crown - 1st row - Kl, * K2tog, K7 (8-9), rep from * to end ... 
65 (73-81) sts. 

2nd and alt rows - Kl, purl to last st, Kl. 

3rd row - Kl, * K2tog, K6 (7-8), rep from * to end ... 57 (65-73) sts. 
5th row - Kl, ♦ K2tog, K5 (6-7), rep from * to end ... 49 (57-65) sts. 
Cont dec in this manner (working one st less between dec each time) 
in alt rows until 9 sts rem. 

Break off yam, run end through rem sts, draw up tightly and fasten 
off securely. 

NECK EDGING 

Using a flat seam, join crown seam. Fold hem in half onto wrong side 
at picot row and slip-stitch in position. With right side facing and 
using 2.75mm Needles, knit up 58 (62-66) sts evenly around neck 
edge.

Cast off knitways.

Attach a length of ribbon to each comer (as 
illustrated). If desired, using Anchor Stranded Cotton, embroider 
Grub Roses to Bonnet as illustrated, using Bullion Stitch for flowers 
and Lazy Daisy Stitch for leaves (see diagrams page 24). 

BOOTEES (beg at sole) 

Using 3.25mm Needles, cast on 25 (31-39) sts. 

1st and alt rows (wrong side) - Knit. 

2nd row - [Inc in next st, KIO (13-17), inc in next st] twice, Kl ... 29 
(35-43) sts. 

4th row - [Inc in next st, K12 (15-19), inc in next st] twice, Kl ... 33 
(39-47) sts. 

6th row - pnc in next st, K14 (17-21), inc in next st] twice, Kl ... 37 
(43-51) sts. 

8th row - [Inc in next st, Kl6 (19-23), inc in next st) twice, Kl ... 41 
(47-55) sts. 

10th row - pnc in next st, K18 (21-25), inc in next st] twice, Kl ... 45 
(51-59) sts. 

Knit 11. (11-13) rows garter st. 

Shape instep - 1st row - K27 (30-34), si 1 knitways, Kl, psso, turn. 
2nd row - PIO, P2tog, turn. 

3rd row - KIO, si 1 knitways, Kl, psso, turn. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 3 (5-7) times, then 2nd row once. 

Next row - Knit to end ... 35 (37-41) sts. 



Proceed as foils - 1st row - Purl across all sts to end. 

2nd row - Kl, * yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to end.

If desired, using Anchor Stranded Cotton, 
embroider Grub Roses to tops of Bootees as illustrated, using 
Bullion Stitch for flowers and Lazy Daisy Stitch for leaves (see 
diagrams page 24). Using a flat seam, join leg and foot seams. Fold 
hem onto wrong side at picot row and slip-stitch loosely in position. 
Thread ribbon through holes at ankles. Press seams. 

MITTENS 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 43 sts. 

Work 4 rows stocking st. 

Picot row - Kl, * yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to end. 

Change to 3.25mm Needles. 

Work 7 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row and dec 4 (2-0) sts 
evenly across last row ... 39 (41-43) sts. 

Eyelet row - Kl, * yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to end. 

Work 19 (23-27) rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 

Shape top - 1st row - K2 (1-2), * K2tog, K2, rep from * to last 1 (-1) 
st/s, Kl (0-1) ... 30 (31-33) sts. 

2nd and 4th rows - Purl. 

3rd row - KO (1-0), * K2tog, Kl, rep from * to end ... 20 (21-22) sts. 
5th row - KO (1-0), * K2tog, rep from * to end ... 10 (11-11) sts. 
Break off yarn, run end through rem sts, draw up tightly and fasten 
off securely. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly. If desired, using Anchor Stranded Cotton, 
embroider Grub Roses to tops of Mittens as illustrated, using Bullion 
Stitch for flowers and Lazy Daisy Stitch for leaves (see diagrams 
page 24). Using back-stitch, join seam. Fold hem in half onto wrong 
side at picot row and slip-stitch in position. Thread ribbon through 
eyelet holes at wrist. Press seam.Jj^ 



ALTERNATIVE BATONS BABY YARNS 

The garments in our photos were all made using PATONS DREAM TIME BABY WOOL. 

For DREAM TIME 3 PLY - If you wish to substitute PATONS FAIRYTALE 3 PLY, you may require 1 less ball for every 4 
stated. 

If you wish to substitute PATONS 3 PLY FEATHERSOFT, you will probably need to use needles 1 size bigger and you 
may require 1 less ball for every 4 stated. 

For DREAM TIME 4 PLY - If you wish to subsUtute PATONS 4 PLY FEATHERSOFT OR PATONS FAIRYTALE 4 PLY, you 
may require 1 less ball for every 4 stated. 

Always check your tension carefully before beginning. Check ball bands for pressing instructions.

TENSION - 24 sts and 34 rows to 10 cm over stocking st, using

Beg patt - 1st row - K2tog, K3, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, * K4, yfwd, si 1, 
Kl, psso, rep from * to last 4 sts, K2, K2tog ... 279 sts. 

2nd row - Purl. 

3rd row - (K2tog) twice, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, * Kl, K2iog, 
yfwd, Kl, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, rep from ♦ to last 2 sts, K2tog ... 277 sts. 
4th row - Puri. 

5th row - K2tog, knit to last 2 sts, K2tog ... 275 sts. 

6th row - Purl. 

Rep rows 1 to 6 incl a further 13 times ... 197 sts. 

Cast off knitways. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly. If desired, using Anchor Stranded Cotton, 
embroider a Grub Rose to each purl st on centre piece as illustrated, 
using Bullion Stitch for flowers and Lazy Daisy Stitch for leaves 
(see diagrams page 24). Using back-stitch, sew cast-off edge of 
border pieces to centre of shawl, easing in border to fit. Using a flat 
seam, join corner seams. Fold hem onto wrong .side at picot row and 
slip-stitch loosely in position. Press hem and seams.

13th row - K7, K2tog, * yfwd, K2, K2tog, yfwd, inc in next st, yfwd, 
K2tog tbl, K2, yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, rep from * to last 18 sts, yfwd, 
K2, K2tog, yfwd, inc in next st, yfwd, K2tog tbl, K2, yfwd, K2tog tbl, 
K7 ... 158 sts. 

15th row - KIO, * K2tog, yfwd, K4, yfwd, K2tog tbl, K5, rep from * to 
last 5 sts, K5. 

17th row - K9, * K2tog, (yfwd, K3) twice, yfwd, K2tog tbl, K3, rep 
from * to last 6 sts, K6 ... 169 sts. 

19th row - K8, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, K2tog, yfwd, inc in next st, yfwd, 
K2tog tbl, K2, yfwd, K2tog tbl, Kl, rep from * to last 7 sts, K7 ...

43rd row - K8, * (K2tog, yfwd, K2) twice, K2tog, yfwd, inc in next st,

7 sts, K7 ... 268 sts. 

45th row - K7, K2tog, * (yfwd, K2, K2tog) twice, yfwd, K4, (yfwd, 
K2tog tbl, K2) twice, yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, rep from * to last 29 sts, 
(yfwd, K2, K2tog) twice, y^d, K4, (yfwd, K2tog tbl, K2) twice, yfwd, 
K2iog tbl, K7. 

47th row - KIO, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, K2tog, (yfwd, K3) twice, yfwd, 
K2tog tbl, K2, yfwd, K2tog tbl, K5, rep from * to last 5 sts, K5 ...

51st row - K8, * (K2tog, yfwd, K2) twice, K2tog, yfwd, K4, (yfwd, 
K2tog tbl, K2) twice, yfwd, K2tog tbl, Kl, rep from * to last 7 sts, K7. 
52nd row - As 2nd row. 

Beg lace triangles - 1st row - K7, K2tog, * (yfwd, K2, K2tog) twice, 
(yfwd, K2tog) 3 times, (yfwd, K2tog tbl, K2) twice, yfwd, si 1, K2tog, 





psso, rep from * to last 31 sts, (yfwd, K2, K2tog) twice, (yfwd, K2tog) 
3 times, (yfwd, K2tog tbl, K2) twice, yfwd, K2tog tbl, K7 ... 279 sts. 
2nd and alt rows - K7, pud to last 7 sts, K7. 

3rd row - KIO, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, (K2tog, yfwd) 4 times, Kl, (yfwd, 
K2tog tbl, K2) twice, K3, rep from * to last 5 sts, K5. 

5th row - K9, ♦ K2tog, yfwd, K2, (K2tog, yfwd) 5 times, Kl, (yfwd, 
K2tog tbl, K2) twice, Kl, rep from * to last 6 sts, K6. 

7th row - K8, * K2tog, yfwd, K2, (K2tog, yfwd) 6 times, Kl, yfwd, 
K2tog tbl, K2, yfwd, K2tog tbl, Kl, rep from * to last 7 sis, K3, yfwd, 
K2tog (buttonhole), K2. 

9th row - K7, K2tog, yfwd, K2, (K2tog, yfwd) 7 times, Kl, yfwd, 
K2tog tbl, K2, yfwd, si 1, K2tog, psso, rep from * to last 30 sts, yfwd, 
K2, (K2tog, yfwd) 7 times, Kl, yfwd, K2tog tbl, K2, yfwd, K2tog tbl,

11th row - KIO, * (K2tog, yfwd) 8 times, Kl, yfwd, K2tog tbl, K5, rep 
from * to last 5 sts, K5. 

13th row - K9, (K2tog, yfwd) 9 times, Kl, yfwd, K2tog tbl, K3, rep 
from * to last 6 sts, K6. 

15th row - K8, * (K2tog, yfwd) 10 times, Kl, yfwd, K2tog tbl, Kl, rep 
from * to last 7 sts, K7. 

17th row - K7, K2tog, * (yfwd, K2tog) 10 times, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, si 1, 
K2tog, psso, rep from * to last 30 sts, (yfwd, K2tog) 10 times, yfwd, 
Kl, yfwd, K2tog tbl, K7. 

18th row - K7, P97, turn. 

19th row - K69, turn. 

Cont on these 69 sts for Sleeve and picot edge. 

♦♦ 1st row - Kl, pud to last st, Kl.

Picot row - Kl, * P2tog, ym, rep from * to last 2 sts, PI, Kl. 

4th row - Knit. 

5th row - As 1st row. 

Cast off. ** 

With wrong side facing, join yam to rem sts. 

Next row - P140, turn. 

Next row - K69, turn. 

Cont on these 69 sts for rem Sleeve and picot edge. 

Rep from ** to once. 

With wrong side facing, join yam to rem sts. 

Next row - P28, K7. 

Next row - K9, * K2tog, K9, rep from * to end ... 129 sts. 

Next row - Knit. 

Rep last row 9 times, working a buttonhole (as before) in foil 18th 
row from previous buttonhole. Cast off. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly. Fold hems in half onto wrong side at picot 
rows and slip-stitch loosely in position. Catch edges of sleeve hems 
together at underarm. Sew on buttons. Attach a length of ribbon to 
each side of neck at front edges and tie in a bow as illustrated. Press 
seams. 

BONNET 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 98 sts. 

1st row - Knit. 

2nd row - Purl. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows once. 

Change to 3 00mm Needles. 

Picot row - Kl, * yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

4th row - Purl. 

5th row - Knit. 



Rep 4th and 5th rows twice. 

Beg patt - *** 1st and alt rows (wrong side) - Puri. 

2nd row - Kl, * yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

4th row - Kl, * K2tog, yfwd, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

6th row - * K2tog, yfwd, rep from * to last 2 sts, K2. 

Rows 1 to 6 incl form patt. *** 

Cont in patt until work measures 10 cm from picot row, ending with a 
pud row and dec once st in centre of last row ... 97 sts. 

Shape crown - 1st row - Kl, * K2tog, KIO, rep from * to end ... 89 
sts. 

2nd and alt rows - Kl, purl to last st, Kl. 

3rd row - Kl, * K2tog, K9, rep from * to end ... 81 sts. 

5th row - Kl, * K2tog, K8, rep from * to end ... 73 sts. 

Cont dec in this manner (working one st less between dec) in alt rows 
until 17 sts rem. 

Next row - PI, (P2tog) 8 times ... 9 sts. 

Break off yam, run end through rem sts, draw up tightly and fasten 
off securely. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly. Using a flat seam, join crown seam. With 
right side facing and using 2.25mm Needles, knit up 62 sts evenly 
around neck edge, beg and ending at picot row. Knit 3 rows garter st. 
Cast off loosely knitways. Fold cast-on edge onto wrong side at picot 
row and slip-stitch loosely in position. Sew ribbon to each comer as 
illustrated. 

BOOTEES (beg at sole) 

Using 3.00mm Needles, cast on 39 sts. 

1st and alt rows (wrong side) - Knit. 

2nd row - (Inc in next st, K17, inc in next st) twice, Kl ... 43 sts. 
4th row - (Inc in next st, K19, inc in next st) twice, Kl ... 47 sts. 

6th row - (Inc in next st, K21, inc in next st) twice , Kl ... 51 sts. 

8th row - (Inc in next st, K23, inc in next st) twice, Kl ... 55 sts. 

10th row - (Inc in next st, K25, inc in next st) twice, Kl ... 59 sts. 
Knit 13 rows garter st. 

Shape instep - 1st row - K34, si 1, knitways, Kl, psso, turn 
2nd row - PIO, P2tog, turn. 

3rd row - KIO, si 1 knitways, Kl, psso, turn. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 7 times, then 2nd row once. 

Next row - Knit to end ... 41 sts. 

Proceed as foils - 1st row - Purl across all sts to end. 

2nd row - Kl, * yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to end. 

Work 4 rows stocking st, beg with a pud row and inc one st in centre 
of last row ... 42 sts. 

Beg patt - Work as for Bonnet from *** to *** once. 

Work a further 7 rows patt, thus ending with a purl row. 

Work 4 rows stocking st, beg with a knit row. 

Picot row - Kl, yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

Change to 2.25mm Needles. 

Work 3 rows stocking st, beg with a puri row. 

Cast off loosely knitways. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball banc^, press lightly. Using a flat seam, join leg and foot seams. 
Fold cast-off edge onto wrong side at picot row and slip stitch 
loosely in position. Thread ribbon through eyelet holes at ankles. 
Press seams.

Sizes 6 and 12 months only - Next row - Patt to last 4tr and 
turning ch, Itr in each of next 2tr, Dec, Itr in top of turning ch.

3rd row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Itr in each of next 2 (^8-11) tr, (3ch, 
Idc in next 3ch Ip) twice, 3ch, * Itr in each of next 6tr, (3ch, Idc in 
next 3ch Ip) twice, 3ch, rep from * to last 2 (5-8-11) tr and turning ch, 
Itr in each of last 2 (5-8-11) tr, Itr in top of turning ch.

Work a further 20 (26-32-38) rows patt, thus ending with a 3rd row. 
Fasten off

Using 3 00mm Hook, make 28 (31-34-37) ch. 

1st row - Miss 3ch, Itr in each ch to end ... 26 (29-32-35) tr, 
counting 3ch as Itr. 

2nd row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Itr in each of next 2tr, 3ch, miss 3tr, 
Idc in next tr, 3ch, miss 3tr, Itr in each of next 6tr, 3ch, miss 3tr, Idc in 
next tr, 3ch, miss 3tr, Itr in each of next 2 (5-8-11) tr, Itr in top of 
turning ch. 



RIGHT FRONT 

Using 3.00mm Hook, make 28 (31-34-37) ch. 

1st row - Miss 3ch, Itr in each ch to end ... 26 (29-32-35) tr, 
counting 3ch as Itr. 

2nd row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Itr in each of next 2 (5-8-11) tr, 3ch, 
miss 3tr, Idc in next tr, 3ch, miss 3tr, Itr in each of next 6tr, 3ch, miss 
3tr, Idc in next tr, 3ch, miss 3tr, Itr in each of next 2tr, Itr in top of 
turning ch. 

3rd row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Itr in each of next 2tr, (3ch, Idc in next 
3ch Ip) twice, 3ch, Itr in each of next 6tr, (3ch, Idc in next 3ch Ip) 
twice, 3ch, Itr in each of next 2 (5-8-11) tr, Itr in top of turning ch. 
4th row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Itr in each of next 2 (5-8-11) tr, miss 
next 3ch Ip, 7tr in next 3ch Ip, miss next 3ch Ip, Itr in each of next 6tr, 
miss next 3ch Ip, 7tr in next 3ch Ip, miss next 3ch Ip, Itr in each of 
next 2tr, Itr in top of turning ch.

3ch Ip, 7tr in next 3ch Ip, miss next 3ch Ip, Itr in each of next 2 (5- 
8-11) tr, Itr in top of turning ch. 

Rows 2 to 7 incl form patt. 

Work a further 11 (17-23-29) rows patt, thus ending with a 6th row. 
Shape neck - Next row - Slst in each of first 3tr, miss next 3ch Ip, 7tr 
in next 3ch Ip, patt to end. 

Next row- Patt to last 7tr and 3 slsts, 3ch, miss 3tr, Idc in next tr, 

turn. 

Next row - Slst in first dc, slst in next 3ch Ip, 3ch, lir in each of next 
6tr, patt to end. 





Next row - Pait to last 6tr and 3ch Ip, Itr in each of next 3tr, Dec, Itr 
in next tr, turn ... 15 (18-21-24) tr. 

Sizes 6 and 12 months only -Next row -(Idc, Ich) in first tr, Dec, 
Itr in each of next 2tr, 3ch, miss 3tr, Idc in next tr, pan to end. 

Size 12 months only - Next row - Patt to last 3tr and turning ch, Itr 
in next tr, Dec, Itr in top of turning ch. 

All sizes - Work 2 (2-1-0) row/s without shaping. 

Fasten off. 

SLEEVES 

Using 3 00mm Hook, make 39 (39-41-41) ch. 

1st row - Miss 2ch, Itr in next ch, 1 tr in each ch to last ch, 2tr in last ch 
... 39 (39-41-41) tr, counting turning ch as Itr. 

2nd row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Itr in each of next 2 (2-3-3) tr, 3ch, 
miss 3tr, Idc in next tr, 3ch, miss 3tr, * Itr in each of next 6tr, 3ch, miss 
3tr, Idc in next tr, 3ch, miss 3tr, rep from * to last 2 (2-3-3) tr and 
turning ch, Itr in each of last 2 (2-3-3) tr, Itr in top of turning ch. 
3rd row - (Idc, Ich, Itr) in first tr, Itr in each of next 2 (2-3-3) tr, 
(3ch, Idc in next 3ch Ip) twice, 3ch, * Itr in each of next 6tr, (3ch, Idc 
in next 3ch Ip) twice, 3ch, rep from * to last 2 (2-3-3) tr and turning 
ch, lir in each of last 2 (2-3-3) tr, 2tr in top of turning ch. 

4th row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Itr in each of next 3 (3-4-4) tr, miss 



next 3ch Ip, 7tr in next 3ch Ip, miss next 3ch Ip, * Itr in each of next 
6tr, miss next 3ch Ip, 7tr in next 3ch Ip, miss next 3ch Ip, rep from * to 
last 3 (3-4-4) tr and turning ch, Itr in each of last 3 (3-4^) tr, Itr in 
top of turning ch ... 41 (41-43-43) tr. 

Keeping patt panels correct as for Back, as placed in last 3 rows and 
working extra sts into treble fabric, inc (as before) at each end of next 
and alt rows 4 (7-8-11) times in all. 

NOTE - There should be 8 (11-13-16) tr at each end of work before 
and after end patt panels. 

Work 4 (1-3-1) row/s patt without shaping. 

Fasten off. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using a flat seam, join shoulder seams. Tie coloured 
threads to sides of Back and Fronts 10 (11-12-13) cm down from 
shoulder seams. Sew in sleeves evenly between coloured threads, 
placing centre of sleeves to shoulder seams. Join side and sleeve 
seams. With right side facing and using 3 00mm Hook, work 3 rows 
dc, then 1 row Crab Stitch (see page 24) evenly along fronts and 
around neck, inc and dec where necessary to keep work flat and 
noting to work three 3ch buttonloops along right front edge in 2nd 
row as illustrated. Sew buttons in position.

3.00mm Needles. 



HRST - CHECK YOUR TENSION. 

Please check your tension carefully. If less sts use smaller needles, if 
more sts use bigger needles. 

CARDIGAN 

BACK 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 65 (73-83-93) sts. 

1st row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

2nd row - Kl, * PI, Kl, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 6 times ... 14 rows rib in all. 

Change to 3 00mm Needles and beg patt. 

1st row - * Kl, PI, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

2nd row - Kl, purl to last st, Kl. 

3rd row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from ♦ to last st, Kl. 

4th row - As 2nd row. 

Rows 1 to 4 incl form patt. 

Work a further 16 (24-28-36) rows patt. 

Shape armholes - Keeping patt correct, cast off 3 (4-5-5) sts at beg 
of next 2 rows ... 59 (65-73-83) sts. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 53 (59-65-73) sis rem. 
Work 31 (35-41-43) rows patt. 

Shape shoulders - Cast off 7 (8-10-11) sts at beg of next 2 rows, 
then 7 (8-9-11) sts at beg of foil 2 rows. 

Cast off rem 25 (27-27-29) sts. 

LEFT FRONT 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 43 (49-57-63) sis. 

Work 14 rows rib as for Back. 

Change lo 3 00mm Needles and beg patt. 

1st row - * Kl, PI, rep from * to last 7 sts, Kl, P2, yon, K2tog, PI, Kl. 
2nd row - K2, P2, K2, purl to last st, Kl. 

3rd row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last 7 sis, Kl, P2, K2iog, ym, PI, 
Kl. 

4th row - As 2nd row. 

Rows 1 to 4 incl form patt. 

Work a further 6 (10-14-22) rows patt. 

Shape front slope - Next row - Pall to Iasi 9 sts, P2iog, patt to end. 
Keeping patt correct, dec (as before inside 7 st border) at end of all 
rows until 38 (42-50-56) sts rem. 

Work 1 row. 

Shape armhole - Next row - Cast off 3 (4-5-5) sts, patt to last 9 sts, 
P2iog, patt to end ... 34 (37-44-50) sis.

Dec at armhole edge in all tows 3 (3-4-5) times, AT SAME TIME dec 
at front edge (as before) in alt rows until 14 (16-19-22) sts rem. 
Work 3 (5-7-7) rows pan. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 7 (8-10-11) sts at beg of next row. 
Work 1 row. Cast off rem 7 (8-9-11) sts. 

RIGHT FRONT 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 43 (49-57-63) sts. 

Work 4 rows rib as for Back. 

5th row - Rib 23, cast off 2 sts, rib to end 

6th row - Rib to last 23 sts, turn, cast on 2 sts, turn, rib to end ... 
buttonhole. 

Work a further 8 rows rib ... 14 rows rib in all. 

Change to 3. 00mm Needles and beg patt. 

1st row - Kl, PI, yon, K2tog, P2, * Kl, PI, rep from * to last st, Kl. 
2nd row - Kl, purl to last 6 sts, K2, P2, K2. 

3rd row - Kl, PI, K2tog, ym, P2, K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, 
Kl. 

4th row - As 2nd row. 

Rows 1 to 4 incl form patt. 

Work a further 4 (8-12-20) rows patt. 

Next row - Patt 23, cast off 2 sis, patt to end. 

Next row - Patt to last 23 sts, turn, cast on 2 sts, turn, patt to end ... 
buttonhole. 

Shape front slope - Next row - Patt 7, P2iog tbl, patt to end. 
Keeping patt correct, dec (as before inside 7 st border) at beg of alt 
rows until 37 (41-49-55) sts rem. 

Shape armhole - Next row - Cast off 3 (4-5-5) sts, patt to end ... 34 
(37-44-50) sts. 

Dec at armhole edge in next and alt rows 3 (3-4-5) times in all, AT 
SAME TIME dec at front edge (as before) in next and alt rows until 14 
(16-19-22) sts rem. 

Work 4 (6-8-8) rows patt. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 7 (8-10-11) sis at beg of next row. 
Work 1 row. Cast off rem 7 (8-9-11) sts. 

SHORT SLEEVES 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 55 (59-61-65) sts. 

Work 6 rows rib as for Back. 

Change to 3 00mm Needles and beg patt. 

Work 12 rows patt as for Back. 

Shape top - Keeping patt correct, cast off 2 (2-3-3) sts at beg of next 
2 rows ... 51 (55-55-59) sts. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 35 (39-27-31) sts rem, then 
in every row until 13 sis rem. 

Cast off. 

LONG SLEEVES 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 37 (39-41-43) sts. 

Work 14 rows rib as for Back, inc 4 (2-4-2) sts evenly across last row 
... 41 (41-45-45) sts. 

Change to 3. 00mm Needles and beg patt. 

Working in patt as for Back and working extra sis into patt, inc at each 
end of 3rd and foil 4th (4th-6ih-6th) rows until there are 55 (59-61- 
65) sts. 

Work 7 (7-9-9) rows patt. 

Shape top - Complete as for Short Sleeves. 

FRONT BAND 

Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 7 sts. 

1st row - K2, (PI, Kl) twice, Kl. 

2nd row - (Kl, PI) 3 times, Kl. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows once. 

5th row - K2, PI, cast off 2 sts, K2. 

6th row - Kl, PI, turn, cast on 2 sts, turn, Kl, PI, Kl ... buttonhole. 
Rep 1st and 2nd rows 8 (10-12-16) times, then 5th and 6th rows 
once. 



Cont in rib without further buttonholes until band is length required 
to fit (slightly stretched) evenly along fronts and across back neck. 
Cast off. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Using 
back-stitch, join side and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves. Sew front 
band in position, placing buttonholes to right front and noting to 
place buttonholes on front band to correspond with buttonholes on 
garment. Sew on buttons to correspond with buttonholes. Press 
seams. 

HAT 

Using 2.25mm Needles, cast on 37 (41-43-47) sts. 

Work 6 rows rib as for Back of Cardigan. 

Change to 3. 00mm Needles. 

1st row - Rib 6, P2, yon, K2tog, P2, Kl, * PI, Kl, rep from * to end. 
2nd row - Kl, purl to last 12 sts, K2, P2, K2, rib 6. 

3rd row - Rib 6, P2, K2tog, ym, P2, Kl,* Kl, PI, rep from * to last 2 
sts, K2. 

4th row - As 2nd row. 

Keeping patt and rib correct as placed in last 4 rows, inc at end of 
next and foil 6th (8th-6th-8th) rows until there are 45 (48-53-56) 
sts. 

Work 1 (5-13-9) rows/s without shaping. 

Dec at end of next and foil 6th (8th-6th-8th) rows until 37 (41-43- 
47) sts rem. 

Work 5 rows patt without shaping. 

Change to 2.25mm Needles. 

Work 6 rows rib (as before). Cast off. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Using 
back-stitch, join back seam. Using 8 strands of yarn 100 cm long for 
each, make 2 twisted cords (see page 18) and attach one to each side 
of Hat as illustrated. Using 8 strands of yam 50 cm long for each, 
make another 3 twisted cords and attach to point of Hat as illustrated. 

BOOTEES (beg at sole) 

Using 3 00mm Needles, cast on 25 (31-39-45) sts. 

1st row - Kl, [Ml, Kll (14-18-21), Ml, Kl] twice ... 29 (35-43- 
49) sts. 

2nd and alt rows - Knit. 

3rd row - Kl, [Ml, K13 (16-20-23), Ml, Kl] twice ... 33 (39-47- 
53) sts. 

5th row - Kl, [Ml, K15 (18-22-25), Ml, Kl] twice ... 37 (43-51- 
57) sts. 

7th row - Kl, [Ml, K17 (20-24-27), Ml, Kl] twice ... 41 (47-55- 
61 ) sts. , 

9th row - Kl, [Ml, K19 (22-26-29), Ml, Kl] twice ... 45 (51-59- 
65) sts. 

10th row - Knit. 

Rep 10th row 12 times. 

Shape instep - NOTE - When turning, bring yam to front of work, 
slip next st onto right-hand needle, ybk, slip st back onto left-hand 
needle, then turn and proceed as instructed - this avoids holes in 
work. 

1st row - K27 (30-34-37), si 1, Kl, psso, turn. 

2nd row - PIO, P2tog, turn. 

3rd row - KIO, si 1 knitways, Kl, psso, turn. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 3 (5-7-8) times, then 2nd row once. 

Next row - Knit to end ... 35 (37-41-45) sts. 

Next row (eyelet row) - P2, * ym, P2tog, rep from * to last st, PI. 
Beg patt - 1st row - * Kl, PI, rep from ♦ to last st, Kl. 

2nd row - Kl, purl to last st, Kl. 

3rd row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

4th row - As 2nd row. 




Rows 1 to 4 incl form pan. 

Work a further 8 rows patt. 

Next row - Patt 17 (18-20-22), cast off one st, patt 17 (18-20-22). 
Cont on last 17 (18-20-22) sts. 

1st row (wrong side) - K1 (2-2-2), (PI, Kl) 5 (5-6-7) times, P2, yon, 
K2tog, PI, Kl. 

2nd row - K2, P2, K2, purl to last st, Kl. 

3rd row - K2 (1-1-1), (PI, Kl) 4 (5-6-7) times, Kl, P2, K2tog, ym, 
PI, Kl. 

4th row - As 2nd row. 

Row 1 to 4 incl form patt. 

Work a further 11 rows patt. Cast off. 

With wrong side facing, join yam to rem 17 (18-20-22) sts. 

1st row - Kl, PI, yon, K2tog, P2, (Kl, PI) 5 (5-6-7) times, Kl (2- 
2 - 2 ). 



2nd row - Kl, purl to last 6 sts, K2, P2, K2. 

3rd row - Kl, PI, K2tog, ym, P2, Kl, (Kl, PI) 4 (5-6-7) times, K2 (1- 
1 - 1 ). 

4th row - As 2nd row. 

Rows 1 to 4 incl form patt. 

Work a further 11 rows patt. 

Cast off. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Using a flat 
seam, join leg and foot seams. Fold over cuffs. Using 8 strands of yarn 
100 cm long for each, make 2 twisted cords (see page 18) and thread 
through holes at ankles and tie in a bow.J^

Shape armholes - Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows ... 47 (54-

2nd row - Kl, * PI, Kl, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 3 times, dec 2 (1-2) st/s evenly across last row 
... 51 (58-65) sts, 8 rows rib in all. 

Change to 3 25mm Needles and beg patt. 

1st row - Knit. 

2nd and alt rows - Purl. 

3rdrow- K4, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, * K5, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, rep from 
* to last 3 sts, K3. 

5th row - K2, * K2tog, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, K2, rep from * 
to end. 

7th row - Kl, * K2tog, yfwd, K3, yfwd, si 1, Kl, psso, rep from * to 
last st, Kl.

Next row - KIO, * K2tog, rep from * to last 10 sts, KIO ... 53 (60- 
67) sts. 

Work 3 rows stocking st, beg with a puri row. 

Shape armholes - Complete as for Plain Singlet. 

MAKEUP 

Complete as for Plain Singlet, noting to work crochet edging 
around cast-on edge as for neck and armholes. 

LACY PETTICOAT 

BACK AND FRONT AUKE 

Using 3.25mm Needles, cast on 86 (100-114) sis. 

Work in patt as for Lacy Singlet until work measures (approx) 19 
(23-26) cm from beg, ending with a 2nd row of patt. 

Next row - KIO, * K2tog, rep from * to last 10 sts, KIO ... 53 (60- 
67) sts. 

Work 3 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 

Shape armholes - Complete as for Plain Singlet. 

MAKEUP 

Complete as for Plain Singlet, noting to work crochet edging 
around cast-on edge as for neck and armholes. If desired, instead of 
attaching bow, use Anchor Stranded Cotton and embroider Grub 
Roses to neckline (as illustrated), using Bullion Stitch for flowers 
and Lazy Daisy Stitch for leaves (see diagrams page 24). 

PLAIN PILCHERS 

BACK (beg at crotch) 

Using 3.25mm Needles, cast on 18 (19-20) sts. 

Working in stocking st, inc at each end of every row until there are 72 
(79-86) sts. 

Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row to mark beg of side 
seams. **** 



Work 41 (42-43) rows. ** 

***** Shape back - NOTE - When turning, bring yam to front of 
work, slip next st onto right-hand needle, yam back, slip stitch back 
onto left-hand needle, then turn and proceed as instructed. This 
avoids holes in work. 

1st row - Knit to last 6 sts, turn. 

2nd row - Purl to last 6 sts, turn. 

3rd row - Knit to last 12 sts, turn. 

4th row - Purl to last 12 sts, turn. 

5th row - Knit to last 18 sts, turn. 

6th row - Purl to last 18 sts, turn. 

7th row - Knit to last 24 sts, turn. 

8th row - Purl to last 24 sts, turn. 

9th row - Knit across all sts to end. 

10th row - Purl, dec 1 (0-1) st/s in centre ... 71 (79-85) sts. 

*** 11th row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

12th row - Kl, ♦ PI, Kl, rep from ♦ to end. 

Rep 11th and 12th rows twice. 

Eyelet row - K2, * yfwd, K2tog, rep from ♦ to last st, Kl. 

Work 5 rows rib. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back to **. 

Work 2 rows stocking st. 

Complete as for Back from to end. 

MAKEUP 

With a slighdy damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly. Using back-stitch, join crotch and side 
seams. Work crochet edging around leg holes as for neck and 
armholes of Plain Singlet. Thread ribbon through eyelet holes at 
waist and tie in a bow. Press seams. 

LACY PILCHERS 

BACK (beg at crotch) 

Work as for Plain Pilchers to 
Work 1 (2-3) row/s. 

Beg patt - Work 40 rows patt as for Lacy Singlet. 

Work as for Back of Plain Pilchers from ***** to end. 

FRONT 

Work as for Plain Pilchers to 
Work 1 (2-3) row/s. 

Beg patt - Work 40 rows patt as for Lacy Singlet. 

Work 2 rows stocking st. 

Complete as for Back of Plain Pilchers from *** to end. 

MAKE UP 

Complete as for Plain Pilchers. 



TO MAKE A TWISTED CORD 

Method requires two people. Take as many strands of yarn as 
required, approximately three times the length required for 
the finished cord. Knot each end and slip a pencil between 
strands. Each person holds yam just below pencil with one 
hand and twists pencil clockwise with other hand, keeping 
yarn taut. WTien yam begins to kink, catch centre over 
door-knob or back of chair. Bring pencils together for one 
person to hold, while other grasps centre of yam, sliding 
hand down and releasing at short intervals , letting yam twist. 
Knot ends to prevent unravelling.

Next row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Itr in next ch sp, Itr in next tr, Ur in 
next ch sp, * miss Itr, Itr in next ch sp, Itr in next tr, Itr in next ch sp, 
rep from * to turning ch, Itr in top of turning ch ... 26 (29-32) tr, 
counting (Idc, Ich) as Itr.

2nd round - 3ch, Itr in same place at slst, 2tr in each tr to end, slst in 
3rd ch at beg ... 24 tr, counting 3ch as Itr.

1st row - Miss 4ch, Itr in next ch, Ich, * miss 2ch, Itr in next ch, Ich, 
miss 2ch, (Itr, Ich) 3 times in next ch, rep from * ending last rep (Itr, 
Ich, Itr) in last ch. 



2nd row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, * Ich, miss (Ich, Itr, Ich), (Itr, Ich) 3 
times in next tr, miss (Ich, Itr, Ich), Itr in next tr, rep from * to end, 
working last tr in next ch of turning ch Ip. 

3rd row - (Idc, 2ch, Itr) in next tr, Ich, miss (Ich, Itr, Ich), Itr in 
next tr, Ich, miss (Ich, Itr, Ich), (Itr, Ich) 3 times in next tr, rep from * 
ending last rep (Itr, Ich, Itr) in next ch of turning ch.

EDGING 

Using 3.00mm Hook, make 10 ch.

3ch, (Itr, 2ch, Itr) in next ch, 2ch, (Itr, 2ch, Itr) in last ch. 

2nd row - 5ch, miss first (Itr, 2ch, Itr), Itr in next 2ch sp, (2ch, Itr) 3 
times in same 2ch sp as last tr, 2ch, miss next (Itr, 2ch, Itr, 2ch), Itr in 
each of next 2tr, Itr in top of turning ch. 

3rd row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Itr in each of next 2tr, 2ch, miss next 
(2ch, Itr, 2ch, Itr), Itr in next 2ch sp, (2ch, Itr) 3 times in same 2ch sp 
as last tr, turn. 

2nd and 3rd rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until edging is length required to fit evenly around shawl, 
allowing extra at comers for gathering so that edging will lie flat and 
noting to end with a 2nd row. 

Last row - (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Itr in each of next 2tr, 2ch, miss next 
(2ch, Itr, 2ch, Itr), slst in next 2ch sp. Fasten off. 

Using a flat seam, sew edging to shawl, gathering edging slightly at 
comers so that edging will lie flat. Sew beg and end of edging 
together. With right side facing, join yarn with a slst in any 5ch Ip of 
edging, 3ch, 8tr in same 5ch Ip as slst, work 9tr in each 5ch Ip to end, 
slst in 3rd ch at beg. Fasten off. 

MAKE UP 

DO NOT PRESS. If desired, tie a piece of ribbon into a bow at each 
comer of shawl on edging as illustrated.

NOTE - If this number of sts does not fit comfortably on pair of 
needles, we suggest using a circular needle. 

1st row (wrong side) - K4, PI, K4, * P7, K4, PI, K4, rep from * to end. 
2nd row - P4, Kl, P4, * K3, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K3, P4, Kl, P4, rep from 
* to end ... 315 sts. 

3rd row - K4, PI, K4, * P9, K4, PI, K4, rep from * to end. 

4th row - P4, yon, Kl, ym, P4, * ybk, si 1, Kl, psso, K5, K2tog, P4, 
yon, Kl, yrn, P4, rep from * to end ... 317 sts. 

5th row - K4, P3, K4, ♦ P7, K4, P3, K4, rep from ♦ to end. 

6th row - P4, Kl, (yfwd, Kl) twice, P4, ♦ ybk, si 1, Kl, psso, K3, 
K2tog, P4, Kl, (yfwd, Kl) twice, P4, rep from * to end ... 319 sts. 
7th row - K4, *P5, K4, rep from * to end. 

8th row - P4, K2, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K2, P4, * ybk, si 1, Kl, psso, Kl, 
K2tog, P4, K2, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K2, P4, rep from * to end ... 321 sts. 
9th row - K4, P7, K4, * P3, K4, P7, K4, rep from * to end. 

10th row - P4, K3, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K3, P4, * ybk, si 1, K2tog, psso, 
P4, K3, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K3, P4, rep from * to end ... 323 sts. 

11th row - K4, P9, K4, * PI, K4, P9, K4, rep from * to end. 

12th row - P4, ybk, si 1, Kl, psso, K5, K2tog, P4, * Kl, P4, ybk, si 1, 
Kl, psso, K5, K2tog, P4, rep from * to end ... 287 sts. 

13th row - K4, P7, K4, * PI, K4, P7, K4, rep from * to end. 
l4th row - P4, ybk, si 1, Kl, psso, K3, K2tog, P4, * yon, Kl, ym, P4, 
ybk, si 1, Kl, psso, K3, K2tog, P4, rep from * to end ... 285 sts. 
15tb row - K4, P5, K4, * P3, K4, P5, K4, rep from ♦ to end. 





16th row - P4, ybk, si 1, Kl, psso, Kl, K2tog, P4, * (Kl, yfwd) twice, 
Kl, P4, ybk, si 1, Kl, psso, Kl, K2tog, P4, rep firom * to end ... 283 sts. 
17th row - K4, P3, K4, ♦ P5, K4, P3, K4, rep from * to end. 

18th row - P4, ybk, si 1, K2tog, psso, P4, * K2, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K2, 
P4, ybk, si 1, K2tog, psso, P4, rep from * to end ... 281 sts. 

Rows 1 to 18 incl form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures (approx) 100 cm from beg, ending 
with a first row of pan. Cast off. 

EDGING 

Using 4.00mm Needles, cast on 8 sts. 

1st row - K5, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K2 ... 10 sts. 

2nd row - P6, inc knitways in next st, K3 ... 11 sts. 

3rd row - K4, PI, K2, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K3 ... 13 sts. 

4th row - P8, inc knitways in next st, K4 ... 14 sts. 

5th row - K4, P2, K3, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K4 ... 16 sts. 

6th row - PIO, inc knitways in next st, K5 ... 17 sts. 

7th row - K4, P3, K4, yfwd, Kl, yfwd, K5 ... 19 sts. 

8th row - P12, inc knitways in next st, K6 ... 20 sts. 

9th row - K4, P4, si 1, Kl, psso, K7, K2tog, Kl ... 18 sts. 

10th row - PIO, inc knitways in next st, K7 ... 19 sts. 

11th row - K4, P5, si 1, Kl, psso, K5, K2tog, Kl ... 17 sts. 

12th row - P8, inc knitways in next st, K2, PI, K5 ... 18 sts. 

13th row - K4, PI, Kl, P4, si 1, Kl, psso, K3, K2tog, Kl ... 16 sts. 



I4th row - P6, inc knitways in next st, K3, PI, K5 ... 17 sts. 

15th row - K4, PI, Kl, P5, si 1, Kl, psso, Kl, K2tog, Kl ... 15 sts. 
I6th row - P4, inc knitways in next st, K4, PI, K5 ... 16 sts. 

17th row - K4, PI, Kl, P6, si 1, K2tog, psso, Kl ... 14 sts. 

18th row - P2tog, cast off next 5 sts purlways, using the P2tog just 
worked for first cast-off (oneston right-hand needle), P3, K4 ... 8sts. 
Rows 1 to 18 incl form patt. 

Cont in patt until edging is length required to fit around Shawl, easing 
edging around comers so that edging will lie flat and noting to end 
with an 18th row of patt. 

NOTE : If intending to embroider edging of shawl as we have done, it 
is important to have an even number of pattern repeats in total as 
embroidery is worked on alternate patterns only. 

Cast off knitways. 

MAKE UP 

Pin centre of shawl out to measure 100 cm x 100 cm and with a 
slighdy damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on ball 
band), press lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Using a flat seam, 
sew edging to shawl as illustrated, easing around comers so that 
edging will lie flat. Sew cast-on and cast-off edges of edging 
together. If desired, using Anchor Stranded Cotton, embroider 
Grub Roses to edging as illustrated, using Bullion stitch for flowers 
and Lazy Daisy Stitch for leaves (see diagrams page 24).

28th row - yrn, K7, P15, K13, P15, K7 ... 58 sts. 

29th row - ym, P7, K2tog tbl, Kll, K2tog, P13, K2tog tbl, Kll, 
K2tog, P8 ... 55 sts. 

30th row - yrn, K8, P13, K13, P13, K8 ... 56 sts. 

31st row - ym, P8, K2tog tbl, K9, K2tog, P13, K2tog tbl, K9, K2tog, 
P9 ... 53 sts. 

32nd row -ym, K9, Pll, K13, Pll, K9 ... 54 sts. 

33rd row - yrn, P9, K2tog tbl, K7, K2tog, P13, K2tog tbl, K7, K2tog, 
PIO ... 51 sts. 

34th row - yrn, KIO, P9, K13, P9, KIO ... 52 sts. 

35th row - yrn, PIO, K2tog tbl, K5, K2tog, P13, K2tog tbl, K5, K2tog, 
Pll ... 49 sts.

36th row - yrn, Kll, P7, K13, P7, Kll ... 50 sis. 

37th row - yrn, Pll, K2tog tbi, K3, K2tog, P13, K2tog tbl, K3, K2tog, 
P12 ...

38th row - yrn, K12, P5, K13, P5, K12 ... 48 sts. 

39th row - yrn, P12, K2tog tbl, Kl, K2tog, P13, K2tog tbl, Kl, K2tog, 
P13 ... 45 sts. 

40th row - ym, K13, P3, K13, P3, K13 ... 46 sts. 

4lst row - ym, P13, si 1, K2tog, psso, P13, si 1, K2tog, psso, P14 ... 
43 sts. 

42nd row - * K2tog, yfwd, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

43rd row - K2tog, knit to last 2 sts, K2tog ... 41 sts. 

44th row - Purl. 

45th row - K2iog, knit to last 2 sts, K2tog ... 39 sts. 

Rep rows 42 to 45 incl 9 limes ... 3 sts. 

Cast off. 

Make a further 23 motifs in same manner. 

SHORT EDGINGS 

Using a flat seam, sew motifs together in groups of four, placing 
cast-on edges (leaves) together at centres, as illustrated. Sew groups 
together to make a piece 3 groups x 2 groups. 



With right side facing and using 2.75mm Needles, knit up 155 sts 
evenly along one shoa side of cover. 

Work 1 1 rows stocking st (beg with a purl row), AT SAME TIME inc at 
each end of alt rows 5 times ... 165 sts. 

Next row (ridge) - Purl. 

Work 10 rows stocking st (beg with a purl row), AT SAME TIME dec at 
each end of alt rows 5 times ... 155 sts. 

Cast off loosely puriways. 

Work same edging along other short side of cover. 

LONG EDGINGS 

Work as for Short Edgings, knitting up 233 sis evenly along long sides 
of cover and noting that there will be 243 sts at end of inc instead of 
165 Sts and back to 233 sts at end of dec instead of 155 sts. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated otherwise on 
ball band), press lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Using 
back-stitch, join edgings together at comers. Fold hems onto wrong 
side at ridge and slip-stitch loosely in position. Press hems.J^ 



BULUON STITCH 

Pick up a Back Stitch, the size of the Bullion Stitch required, bringing the needle point 
out where it first emerged, do not pull the needle right through the fabric. Twist the 
thread round the needle point as many times as required to equal the space of the 
Back Stitch. Hold the left thumb on the coiled thread and pull the needle through; still 
holding the coiled thread, turn the needle back to where it was inserted (see arrow) 
and insert in same place. Pull thread through until the Bullion Stitch lies fiat. Use a 
needle with a small eye to allow the thread to pass through the coils easily. Arrange a 
circular group of Bullion Stitches to make a Grub Rose. 




LAZY DAISY STITCH 

Work in the same way as Chain Stitch (A), but fasten each loop at the foot 
with a small stitch (B). This stitch may be worked singly or in groups to 
form flower petals. 



CRAB STITCH 

1 ch, work as for dc but work from left to right instead of right to left so that 
stitches are worked backwards. 

Fasten off.
